Young people, said Stone, are 
showing that they are more 
idealistic than their parents. 
People are finding that jobs with 
low salaries and social relevance 
are more popular than ordinary 
jobs with high salaries. 

No Violence 

He urged liberals to refrain 
from the violent tactics of Vice 
President Agnew in working for 
their causes. 

“We on the left could fight the 
war all over again,” he said. 
“This country has very grave 
problems, great faults, but 
there’s no sense making things 
worse. 

“America is not fascist. It’s a 
free country . . . there aren’t 
many countries where a person 
can speak in a government 
building and speak against the 
government,” Stone said. 

“It’s important not to lose 
. one’s perspective. There’s no 
future in polarization. There’s no 
future in a civil war. This silly 
talk about revolution — we don’t 
have an easy solution. 

“The evils of this country — “ 
war, poverty, racism — are 
problems of mankind. They exist 
in every civilization . . . f 

everywhere we look we find' 
people hating and fighting each* 
’’other for their, differences,” 
Stone said. 

Persons ■ who talk about the 
immorality of the war and 
racism, he said, begin to sound, 
like an old-fashioned Baptisr 
preacher at a revival. t 

Downright Attractive 

“He talks so much about sin 
that he makes it downright 
’ attractive,” he declared. 

“It’s a great country,” he said, 
^pointing our that repression is 
much more evident in countries 
such as Poland and the Soviet 
Union. 

“The best thing our country' 
can do for the world is to se;t a 
, good example,” Stone said. 

In brief remarks, Amherst 
College President Calvin H. 
Plimpton urged students and 
faculty to solve their problems 
through persuasion without 
creating crises to raise issues. 

Dr. Plimpton noted that “in the 
past 13 months, we have allowed, 
and, even aided and abetted, the 
near closing, of this college on

“May you, through persuasion, 
serve to pull the world up to a 
better condition?” he said. 

Was Praised 

Dr.Plimpton, w ho submitted his 
resignation this week, effective 
at the end of the next academic 
year, was praised by Oliver 
Merrill, chairman of the 
Amherst College Board of 
Trustees. 

“We would like to express our 
greatest reluctance and regret 
onDn. Plimpton’s resignation . . . 
and gratitude for all he has done 
in the last decade for his college 
and ours,” Merrill said. 

Although about a third of the 
graduating seniors wore anti- 
war armbands, and some 
dispensed with caps and gowns, 
the ceremony remained 
traditional. 

Only a handful raised hands in 
clenched fists and peace symbols 
during the National Anthem, and 
all stood. 

WhenDwighJ David 
EisenhowerJII was awarded his 
degree in absentia, the audience 
burst forth with a steady round of 
applause and a few hisses and 
boos. 

One graduate, Philip Lerou 
Durrett of Quincy, 111., prompted 
a wide grin of amusement from 
Dr. Plimpton when he presented 
himself for his diploma with a 
fetching baby girl under one 
arm. 

Honorary degrees were 
awarded to commencement 
speaker Stone, founder, editor 
and publisher of I. F; Stone’s 
weekly, for his “Contributions to 
American Society, American 
Life, and American Policy.” 

Hampshire College President 
Franklin Patterson received an 
honorary Doctor of Laws. 

‘ '“Long an expert on secondary 
schools, you have created a 
college, you have taken a dream 
and made it real, you have made 
a hope come true . . . you have 
had vision, and courage and 
energy, and all the colleges in 
this Valley are better for what 
you have done/ ’ he was told.

ments lie, but they don't like to lie literally. 
They use corkscrew sentences and disingen- 
uous statements, and you have to read these 
documents as though they were mortgage con- 
tracts drawn by a shyster lawyer.” 

Operations in 1961 and 1965 restored Mr. 
Stone's hearing, and he doesn't even need a 
hearing aid today. Ho wears thick glasses-the 
steel-rimmed spectacles give the plump and 
rumpled Mr. Stone almost an owlish resembl- 
ance to Bqftjamin FrankUn-and had to have a 
serious cyp operation in 1967. He also suffered 
a heart attack in that year, but Ills health has 
been genially good since then and he vows to 
continue the Bi-Weekly for eight more years, 
until he is 70. 

The world doesn’t breathlessly await each 
new issue of the Bi-Weekly. Decision makers 
don’t postpone decisions until reading Izzy 
Stone. Some respected people in Washington- 
llbcrals and conservatives- claim his words 
carry no weight. 

Some other respected people here say that 
Mr. Stone is simply wrong on most counts. Wil- 
liam S. White, syndicated political columnist 
and Pulitzer Prize-winning author, says: ”1 
like and respect him. He’s a man of complete 
sincerity and Integrity. I just think he’s terri- 
bly wrong. He has a manic obsession against 
the use of prnver, particularly military power.” 

Yet thcrejls evidence that I. F. Stone’s is an 
influential vbice, and is becoming ever more 
so. Tom Wlfker, political columnist and asso- 
ciate editor of the New York Times, says the 
Bi-Weekly and the underground press have in- 
fluenced the daily commercial press “to bo 
less officially oriented than we once were.” 
Mr. Wicker says Mr. Stone is “one of the best 
writers and most courageous and perceptive 
journalists in town. Before any of us had the 
courage to think for ourselves, rather than take 
what the President said (at face value), he was 
" doing it.” 

Mr. Stone says many Washington reporters 
still swallow Government pronouncements 
whole. He Isn’t invited to background briefings, 
and he says, "I save a hell of a lot of time by 
not going.” Briefings are usually brainwash- 
ings, he claims, “attempts to sell the Govern- 
ment Uni and to sfiape the news.” And lie | 
adds: “Establishment reporters undoubtedly 
know a Hit of things I don't. But a lot of what 
they knejw isn't true.” 

Mr. Wicker, a reader of the Bi-Weekly since 
the early 1960s, is clearly a fan of the publica- 
tion and its editor. Mr. Wicker says that Mr. 
Stone “has shown, more than most, the pro- 
found influence that personal journalism, di- 
vorced from big organizations, and. oxpen so ac- 
counts, can have.” Mr. Wicker says he used to 
think that Mr. Stone “was fairly far out, but 
not anymore.” 

Mr. Stone admits that he is not as “far out” 
as he was as a youth. In his adolescent days, 
he read Jack London, Peter Kropotkin, Karl 
Marx and other revolutionary writers and com. 
sidered himself “a communist-anarchist.” I 
Today he calls himself “half a liberal, half a 
1 radical.” 


I. F. Stone has been involved in personal \ 
journalism ever since his adolescence. As a 14- j 
year-old in Haddonfleld, N.J., Izzy Feinstein 
[(lie added the “Stone" later?} and a schoolmate ; 
published a flvc-ccnt monthly, The Progress. ; 
The paper was complete with ads, poetry and 
editorials attacking William Randolph Hearst 
and defending the League of Nations, and 
young Izzy peddled it around town on his bicy- 
cle. But his father, a Russian Jewish immi- 
grant who owned a dry goods store in Haddon- 
field, ordered a halt after the third issue be- 
cause it was hurting his son’s school work. 

Young Izzy was not a very good student. “I 
wanted to go to Harvard, but I finished 49th In 
my high school graduating glass of 52,” lie 
_ says, “The University of Pennsylvania had 
open enrollment and had to take me.” He was 
a philosophy major at Penn but dropped out in 
his junior year and never finished college. 

“I was a New Lefty before there was a New 
Left,” he says. “I didn’t cut my hair, tie my 
ties or believe in college degrees. I believed 
you shouldn't do anything unless it was sponta- 
neous and genuine.” i 

Mr. Stone worked for Camden, N.J., and 
Philadelphia dailies in the late 1920s and early 
1930s. After a stint on the New York Post, 
he went to Washington in 1940 as correspondent 
for the Nation magazine and subsequently for 
three ill-fated New York dallies-PM, the Star 
and the Compass. 

When the Compass folded in 1952, Mr. Stone 
tried unsuccessfully to get his old job on the 
Nation back. Newspapers also seemed uninter- 
ested in hiring him. Inspired by the earlier suc- 
cess of crusading journalist George Seldes’ 
newsletter In Fact, he launched the Weekly 
(changed to Bi-Weekly Jn 1967) with 5,300 
customers obtained from his old newspapers' 
subscription lists. 

A Check From Einstein 

EarW subscribers included Eleanor Roose- 
velt, Bertrand Russell and Albert Einstein. Mr. 
Einstein’s $5 check for a one-year subscription 
is framed and on display in Mr. Stone’s home. 

Though the Cold War climate wasn't hospit- 
able to Mr. Stone’s new venture, he experi- 
enced no McCarthy Itc-style harassment. "I 
was fortunate enough to be born in a country 
with a tradition of a free press,” he says.

The Radicals' Hero Hits 
Bomb -Throwing Tactics

WASHINGTON —I. F. Stone is a favor- 
ite among college radicals— “a major hero 
in the radical pantheon,” according to Life 
magazine— but he is critical of some radi- 
cals' bomb-throwing tacticsA 

“Burning America down As no way to 
Utopia,” he says. \ 

What is the solution? He seems less 
sure than ever. "Lifelong dissent has more 
than acclimated me cheerfully to defeat,” 
he wrote not so long ago. “It has made me 
suspicious of victory. I feel uneasy at the 
very idea of a Movement. I sec every in- 
sight degenerating into a dogma, and fresh 
thoughts freezing into lifeless party line. 
Those who set out nobly to be their broth- 
er’s keeper sometimes end up by becoming 
his jailer. 

“Every emancipation has in It the seeds 
of a new slavery, and every truth easily 
becomes a lie.” 

can spit in the eye of the Government and get 
away with it. It’s not possible in Moscow.” 

Mr. Stone is as harsh on the Communists as 
he Is on the capitalists. “I used to think that 
abolition of private property was the answer,” 
lie says. ”1 lost that faith when I saw what has 
happened in the Soviet bloc. The worker is - 
more exploited there than in Western welfare 
states.” A recent Bi-Weekly charged that “the 
liberation of 1917 has become a new enslave- 
ment.” Mr. Stone said: “The Soviet Union 
today Is like a huge company town with com- 
pany unions and a company press.” After Mr. 
Stone’s only trip to Russia, in 1956, lie wrote: 
“This is not a good society and it is nbt led by 
honest men.” That verdict caused 40(4 readers 
to cancel their subscriptions. « 

He has Infuriated other readers with his de- 
fense of the Warren Commission Report on the 
assassination of President Kennedy. “I don’t 
believe in the conspiracy theory of history,” he 
explains. “I rejected the rightist theory of a 
Communist conspiracy, and I couldn't accept 
the leftist theory of a plot to kill Kennedy.” 

But the worst shock Mr. Stone has given his 
readers was his critidism of Israel. He has vis- 
ited Israel eight times and has written two 
books favorable to Zionism, and Israel’s fight 
for independence. But since the Arab-Israeli 
War of 1967, he has \yamed that the new na- 
tion is in danger of losing its soul. “A besieged 
k and "militaristic- Israel: 10 not overwhelmed 
from without, will be destroyed spiritually 
from within,” he wrote recently. His solution 
is compensation and resettlement of Arab 
refugees in an Arab Palestine that would be 
federated with Israel, with Jerusalem the joint 
capital. 

^No Self-Hate 

Several American Jewish magazines have 
attacked Mr. Stone’s stand op Israel, and some 
subscribers have accused him of feeling self- 
hate as a Jew. “That’s not true,” he says. “I

feel quite comfortable about being a Jew. O 
Readers also found surprising his attack on 
Ralph Ginzburg after the Supreme Court up- 
held his conviction as a publisher of pornogra- 
phy. Mr., Stone, long a champion of civil rights 
and First Amendment freedoms, now con- 
cedes, “I feel kind of bad about that.” Ho says 
that what Mr. Ginzburg did “was so mild” 
compared with the sex publications flooding 
the country today. “We are getting more civi- 
lized about sex; on the other hand, so much of 
the stuff today is vile and horrible that I hate 
to have children see it. It’s good 'for kids to 
learn something behind the barn,” Mr. Stone 
says. 

Mr. Stone admits to a generation gap be- 
tween him and his three children, but it’s not 
the usual kind of parent-child chasm. In this 
case Mr. Stone is the liberal. His children are 
political moderates, he says. (But a niece, 
Kathy Boudin, is a radical. Authorities have 
been seeking her since an explosion last March 
that destroyed a suspected bomb factory oper- 
ated by radicals in Greenwich Village. The ex- 
plosion killed three persons. Miss Boudin was 
said to have been seen leaving the site.) 

If his own children don’t embrace his every 
’ thought, some college youths do. His talk at 
’ Temple University last April had to be moved 
to bigger quarters because of an overflow 
crowd. The Amherst students picked him as 
[ commencement speaker (and the college gave 
S him an honorary degree) and Penn's presti- 
gious Philomatean Society chose him to give 
I its annual oration this year, at which time he 
r delighted in pointing out that (he same group 
, had turned down his bid for membership when 
he was a freshman at Penn.

POLEMICS AND PROPHECIES, 1967-1970. By I. F, 
Stone. Random House. 497 pages. $10. 

Two things strike the reader of the 65 articles 
gathered from those first published ini. F. Stone’s 
Weekly and the New York Review of Books from 1967 
through 1970. One is how little change or progress 
there has been in Washington at war during this 
time. Then we were not deterred by the unwelcome 
adwce of the scientific world in our determination to 
build missile bases against the first strike of Russia 
(pr was it China?); today the grave misgivings of 
England and France concerning the value of super- 
some transport planes seem not to have blunted our 
purpose to make our ' own. The other conspicuous 
characteristic of Stone’s essays is that they are 
admirably written. Most of us journalists believe that 
what we have to say is of greater impotance than 
how we say it. Stone is an artist who makes no 
distinction between a truth drawn from the con- 
tinuum of fact and the impression of it in words. An 
ill-expressed truth is half a lie. 

Stone left college in his junior year to go into 
newspaper work. He was a pre-depression radical. “I 
might be described, I suppose,” he says, “as a 
premature New Leftist, though I never had the urge 
to burn anything down * . . Lifelong dissent has more 
than acclimated me cheerfully to defeat. It has made 
me suspicious of victory. I feel uneasy at the very 
idea of a movement. I se e every insight degenerating 
into a dogma, and fresh thoughts freezing into a 
lifeless party line. Those who set out nobly to be their

brother’s keeper sometimes end iip by being his 
jailer. Every emancipation has ip ft the seeds of a 
new slavery, and every truth easily becomes a lie.” 


Stone thinks that it is impossible to explain to a 
foreigner the distinction between the Republican and 
Democratic parties. Who hasn’t found himself in the 
same boat? Both parties, he says, are capitalistic, 
but- generally the Republicans have represented the 
interests of big business, the Democrats those of 
small businesses. Ho hum. Stone finds it difficult to 
convince even himself. ‘‘Any. division of the two par- 
ties between big property and small requires many 
qualifications. . . . Babbitt-— the archetype of the Re- 
publican standpatter — was a small businessman, 
from the Midwest, let it be noted . $* 

The first thing to be said about the Vietnam war, 
Stone observes in this book which is devoted largely 
to, that war and its ramifications within the United 
States, is that it has become an overriding issue 
because we are unable to win it. “Successful wars, 
especially if short and profitable are popular.” Tho- 
reau and Lincoln were members of a small minority 
who disapproved of our war with Mexico, Teddy 
Roosevelt delighted in what he called “our splendid 
little war” against Spain. The Philippines, Stone 
points out, “were our first Vietnamdn Asia, Aguinal- 
do the first Ho Chi Minh we encountered; there was 
no Idck of enthusiasm when we set out, in the slogans 
then current, to ‘help our little brown brother,’ and, 
if he rejected that help, to ‘civilize ’em with a 
Krag.’ ” Our national conscience would not twinge, 
Stone believes, if the Diem dictatorship in Vietnam 
had succeded, and if Kennedy’s “advisers” had been 
enough to subdue the rpmt against jit

the hypocrisy, the evil, the bestiality, the pointless- 
ness, the sin of the war. What he does not do, in any 
of his essays, is to attempt to make a case for the 
war. Has anybody ever tried? Is there any book or 
essay by a man otherwise known for his intelligence, 
humanity and judiciousness, and one, moreover, who 
is disinterested — neither a politician nor a military 
man — which has as its thesis that American vio- 
lence in Asia is either noble or worthwhile? It is said 
that there are two sides to every question; why does 
nobody delight in the intellectual discipline of defend- 
ing Vietnam? Of course there was the magnificent 
irony of the Iron Mountain report, which showed that 
peace would not necesarily be disastrous, but the 
subject is one which even a* miter of such great 
talent as Stone cannot attempt seriously, in a spiri of 
“however, on the other hand, there is this to be 
said.” 

One article, “They Pleaded Guilty of Burning 
Paper Instead of Children,” published Oct. 21, 1963, 
•must today give Stone especial satisfaction. Now, 
when the trial of the Catonsville Nine has been 
.enhanced by art and is a popular play in New York, 
there are a hundred writers who can and do write 
discerningly about it and the questions it asks, i do 
not recall that the trial itself caused widespread 
discussion; if it did, recognition. of the event in 1968 
was far less than recognition of the show in 1970. 
Stone, however, was one who saw the value of 
Berrigan’s story when the priest was living it, not 
writing it. The journalist wrote about it brilliantly at 
the time, prophetically seeing it as “living theatre” 
and a “morality play.”

In his polemics, he 
was no doubt sometimes right and sometimes 
.wrong*; but he, was invariably independent; always 
exclusively his own boss, always moved by convic- 
tion and by private conscience.

| pant across the country, the 
FBI has tied up countless 
agents prying into the private 
lives of* political figures, black 
leaders, movie stars, football 
players, newsmen and >other 
prominent Americans.

Now the FBI is watching his 
widow, Coretta King. As evi- 
dence of what the FBI consid 
ers suspicious activity, here’s 
a typical excerpt frorfi her se- 
cret file:

(CAIM), Socialist Workers Party (SWP), Young

Society (SDS), Progressive Labor Party (PLP), 
and National Caucus of Labor Committees are 
attached hereto.

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On Saturday January 20, 1973 the National Peace Action coali- 
tion (NPAC) and the people's coalition for Peace and Justice (PCPJ) 
sponsored a joint march and rally in Washington, D.C. that was 
scheduled to coincide with the Second Inauguration of president 
Richard M. Nixon* The slogan for the demonstration was "End the 
BombingJ Stop the War.' ", which participants were free to interpret 
as they chose, since the sponsoring organizations were never in 
agreement on th£ central demand. NPAC remained true to its earlier 
motto "U.S. Out Now.'", while PCPJ called for immediate signing of 
the draft agreements that had been reached in Paris on October 20, 
1972. 

Not a few of the demonstrators, as it turned out, were quite 
unaware of the rift between the two organizations, though a majority 
were probably in favor of signing the agreements. The opposition to 
this line came essentially from the NPAC and 1 SMC organizers and those 
under their influence. 

By 11:30 a.m. a large crowd had begun to form at the eastern 
side of the Lincoln Memorial, while a steady line of demonstrators 
filed along both sides of the reflecting pool. There were many banner; 
of different sizes and colors, for the most part identifying some 
local organization or chapter that was participating in the march. 

About noon one of the marshals announced over a bullhorn the 
positions of the various contingents in the march. Pennsylvania, New 
York and New England were assigned positions N, O, and P, which were 
marked on standards carried by marshals in the procession. The New 
York contingent was relatively small, but this was explained by the 
fact that the buses and trains carrying New Yorkers to the demonstra- 
tion were late in unloading their passengers. Fran Philadelphia there 
came a large number of demonstrators, including groups, of striking 
teachers from that city's public schools. 

While the temperature was close to 40 degrees, the wind that 
blew steadily and the clouds that obstructed the sun's rays made the 
march something of an ordeal. For reasons that were not quite clear, 
it took a solid hour for the rear of the column to start moving. By 
that time the marchers had been joined by some 5000-6000 people that 
had already marched with Vietnam Veterans Against the War (WAN) from 
Arlington National Cemetery. Among them were Grauler and Fred Abram- 
bwitz, of the Columbia Anti-Imperialist Movement (CAIM) . 
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When the column finally started forward, it made the distance 
from the Lincoln Memorial to the North side of the Washington Monu- 
ment in swift time and without mishap. The marshals played a compara- 
tively minor rolr in keeping the crowd moving and out of mischief. 

It was impossible from a point on the ground to see one end or the 
other of the column, but everyone thought that at least 50,000 people 
were involved — a larger turnout than most would have believed likelv 
two weeks earlier. 

By the time the end of the procession had reached the site of 
the rally, the speeches were already in progress. The topics were 
familiar to the audience, but there was sane infighting between sup- 
, of tlie and PCPJ positions, each accusing the other of

The general feeling was that the 
negotiations had to produce a result in a fairly short time or else 
break down completely, and that the decision-- one way or the other— 
would be Nixon's, not that of the crowd standing in the cold south 
of Constitution Avenue, it was also implicitly felt that this would 
be the last major demonstration for a long, long time. 

Although it was only an impression, it seemed that most of the 
participants in this action were riewbomers to the antiwar movement, 
not veterans of the— by now legendary— demonstrations and strikes of 
1968-69, or the campus strike of May 1970. They were people for whom 
"going to Washington" to demonstrate was a novel experience, not a 
repetition of a familiar proceeding. The crowd was almost entirely 
white, apart from a number of Negroes who had been attracted to the 
SDS and YWLL contingents by the emphasis placed on "fighting racism" 
in these organizations; it was mainly young, collegiate or professions 
in background, and free of the Weatherman types that had been active

Only a few 
minor groups such as the National Caucus of Labor committees boycotted 
the action. The hostility between those groups that did participate 
was purely verbal. The demonstration of January 20, 1973 was, however, 
in the consciousness of those present an implicit end to an era in 
American radicalism. - - 
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The PCPJ is self-described as an organization 
consisting of over 100 organizations using 
massive civil disobedience to combat war, 
racism, poverty and repression. Its National 
Office is located at 156 5th Avenue, New York 
City, Room 527. 

The NPAC was founded in 1970 by members of 
the SWP. Its basic objective is to unite 
masses of people, including labor unions, 

GIs and the black community in the struggle 
to end United States intervention in 
Southeast Asia through orderly and peaceful 
tactics. 

The SWP has been designated pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450. 

The SMC publicly describes itself as the 
largest organization of American antiwar 
youth. It organizes mass actions to fight 
for the total, immediate, and unconditional 
withdrawal of all United States troops and 
material from Southeast Asia. SMC is 
controlled by the SWP, which has been 
designated pursuant to Executive Order 
10450. 

The WAW is a national veterans organization 
whose first stated objective Is to end the 
war in Vietnam. 

The YWLL is a front organization of the 
Communist Party, USA. It was formed as 
a Marxist-Leninist Youth Group in February, 
1970. 
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The Young Lords Party headquartered in 
New York City, according to its 13 Point 
Program and Platform, is a revolutionary 
political party fighting for the liberation 
of all oppressed people, seeking self- 
determination for Puerto Ricans’ liberation 
and who believe armed self-defense and 
armed struggle are the only means to 
liberation. 

SDS was founded during June, 1962, at 
Port Huron, Michigan, and in the 1960’s 
functioned as the leading New Left campus- 
based student organization in the United 
States. Prom a stance of "participatory 
democracy," the SDS moved to a radical- 
revolutionary position. It maintained a 
national office at 1608 West Madison Street, 
Chicago, Illinois, until February, 1970. 
Internal factionalism during 1969 produced 
three main factions: Weatherman, Revolutionary 

Youth Movement (RYM), and Worker Student 
Alliance (WSA). The Weatherman and RYM no 
longer consider themselves associated with 
the SDS. The WSA faction continues to use 
the name SDS. 

The PLP was founded in 1962 by individuals 
expelled from the Communist Party, USA, 
for following the Chinese communist line. 

Its objective is the establishment of a 
militant working class movement based on 
Marxism-Leninism and MAO Tse-tung thought. 
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Weatherman, formerly a faction of SDS, 
controlled the SDS National Office from 
June, 1969* until its closing in February, 
1970. Weatherman then entered an underground 
status and adopted a tactic of "strategic 
sabotage,” with police and military 
installations designated as primary targets. 

The December 4th Movement was formed at 
Columbia University in the Fall of 1970 
from former members of SDS. 

The Columbia Anti-Imperialist Movement 
is a coalition of almost all "left-wing 
political organizations" or the Columbia 
University campus, according to "The Main 
Trent", December 7 > 1971 issue, its 
official newsletter. 

The National Caucus of Labor Committees 
consists of various labor committees 
throughout the country, one which is the 
New York Labor Committee (NYI£). 

The NYLC which was expelled from the SDS 
in 1968, seeks to identify itself with 
the American Worker. The NYLC believes 
that in the future the American Worker 
will emerge as a separate and distinct 
social class which will become oriented 
towards a socialist America.

The Weekly, one of the few 
vocal critics of McCarthyism, survived the fifties to 
earn both the enmity of Spiro T. Agnew and a 
readership numbering 70,000. The Weekly stopped 
publishing in 1971, but Jerry Bruck’s popular 
documentary “I.F. Stone’s Weekly” has converted 
Stone into something of a folk hero. ' > 

Not an oracle / - 

'“It’s a big pain in .the neck to be regarded .as ari ( 
oracle,” Slone said Friday at a press conference: 
“I’m not an oracle and there are no easy answers. In. 
fact, to most of the basic questions there are no 
answers at all.” % /, - r \\ 

His lack of easy answers notwithstanding, Stone^ 
had a great deal to say about newspapers, both to 
Saturday’s audience and to the press. 

'T think most of the papers in the country are 
lousy,” .Stone said, listing the Baltimore Sim, New 
York Times, and St. Louis Post-Dispatch as among 
the few exceptions. “The Los Angeles Times has' 
become an awful lot better — but there are very few 

news^pages.” . : - j 

“The average American is very poorly infor- 
ined % ” according to Stolieri3e"pIaced much of the 
blame for this on the commercial nature' of 
American media. “They’re basically concerned . 
with merchandising . . . The news is something you 
pul in when unfortunately God didn’t give you 
enough advertising.” 

Stone called investigative reporting “a new 
phrase” rather than a new idea. “A reporter is a 
man who asks a lot of questions,” Stone said. “If a 
reporter’s not an investigator, what the hell is he? A 
re-wrlTeT oLoress releases?.”.
